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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
THE DORSHEIMER BILL.\ 


REPRESENTATIVE DORSHEIMER is not quite 
hopeless of securing consideration of his Copy- 
right bill. He said to a New York 7imes re- 
porter last week ‘‘ that it still holds its place, 
No. 10, on the House calendar, and that when 
some of the special orders have been disposed 
of he will endeavor to callit up. He has not 
discovered that anything like a concerted effort 
has been made to interfere with its considera- 
tion by the House. In the ordinary course of 
business it would stand a good chance of pass- 
ing, as there were only lacking about a dozen 
votes of the two thirds majority required to sus- 
pend the rules to fix a day for it to be discussed.’”’ 
“While Mr. Dorsheimer is hopeful, the dilatory 
Congress is dragging business so abominably 
thattit is doubtful whether, when time presses 
for the disposition of the appropriation bills, it 
will be possible during the present session to go 
on with the House calendar and so reach the 
Copyright bill,” adds} 7he 7imes. 


I. K. FUNK ON THE ‘‘ MANUFACTURING CLAUSE,’’ 
Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly: 

Sir: It is not at all certain that the copy- 
right measure will pass at the present session. 
It certainly will not, except through systematic, 
persistent pushing. This is not a political bill 
and this is peculiarly a year of political measures. 
Besides, there is reason to fear that many of the 
friends of the measure do not comprehend fully 
the force in the undertow of opposition. Itis 
not wise, as renewedly discussed in some quar- 
ters, to load the bill with the manufacturing 
clause, principally for two reasons: (1) This 
may cause a long delay in the passage of a recip- 
rocal bill through Parliament ; and (2) it is not 
to the interest of American manufacturers. Even 
now America is the better market for books, 
and the future is on our side. No American 
author will think of supplying this market from 
England, but many an English author will think 
of supplying the English market from America. 
There is economy in manufacturing but a single 
set of plates. The tariff and the better market 
are with us. With these advantages it would be 
Strange indeed if the American publisher could 
not outbid often his English competitor for both 
markets. Even now an American firm has not 
found it difficult to contract with so eminent an 
author as Alphonse Daudet for the exclusive 
control of the American and English markets. 
~ Will not copyright increase the price of books? 
Yes, somewhat, the price of new books, and 
it ought to. The vast world of books now pub- 
lished will not be affected by copyright. A new 
book cannot be sold at ten cents with fairness 
tothe author. If we cannot have cheap books 
and be fair, then let the cheap book perish. We 
can dispense with the cheap book better than 
with justice. No individual, no nation can per- 
manently profit by wrong-doing. Nature is or- 
ganized against it. In the moral and spiritual 
universe gravity is upward. Benefitin the long 
run is ever on the side of right. These are 
simple truisms, of course ; but a strict applica- 
tion of them in commercial and political life 
will prove such novelties that it would be worth 
a reign of high prices to witness the result. 

But the public is exaggerating the danger from 
the English-printed book. It is the demand 
that determines the price of books. The Amer- 
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ican publisher sells copyrighted books at reason. 
able prices now, because it payshim best. The 
same motive will govern him after an extension 
of copyright, and it will operate equally with the 
English publisher. Then the relative demand 
for English and American books is rapidly 
changing in favor of the American. This country 
has outgrown its colonial and provincial literary 
dependency. There is many an American 
paper, or scholar, whose indorsement carries 
more weight in securing the sale of a book than 
does the indorsement of the best known Eng- 
lish or Continental paper or scholar. This was 
not always so. Who now, before purchasing, 
asks what English critics think of a book? The 
author who in the rapidly advancing future wil 
hold the American market will be the distinctively 
American author. Every nation when it comes 
to itself must have a literature that gives expres. 
sion to its life and manners, and brings into 
clearer light its ideals. The literature we need 
must develop along the lines of the growthof 
our national, social, spiritual life. We must 
breathe our air, grow from our soil. Is it brag 
and bluster to say that in a few years there will 
be a greater demand in England for American 
books, thanin America for English books? It 
would be an amusing but not an impossible turn 
to the whirlgig of time, should we see the Eng. 
lish publisher objecting to copyright in order to 
protect Ais trade. The future, doubtless, has 
many surprises more wonderful than that. 

It is objected there is too much haste in push- 
ing the measure through Congress (if only this 
were so !); that the formation of the Copyright 
League of ‘‘ six hundred,’’ and the introduction 
of the measureare ‘‘sudden.’’ The one who 
started this objection must have “‘ laid awake 0’ 
nights.’’ Sudden! Yes, as the flash of the 
lightning is sudden; but the gathering of the 
forces that produced the flash is not sudden. 
The force has been gathering for half a century 
which has resulted in the present organized at- 
tempt at copyright. Let us pray that this may not 
prove a flash of sheet lightning, but,a'thunderbolt, 
which shall cleave and blast to the roots the 
monster injustice at which it is aimed. The 
measure cannot be too sudden nor too thorough.

IMPORTING COPYRIGHTED BOOKS. 


From Appletons’ Literary Bulletin. 

Mr. DorsHEIMER, writing to Mr. H. C. Leaon 
the subject of international copyright, says : “7 
do not share the apprehension you seem to have 
that foreigners will, to use your own expression, 
‘sell the market twice over.’ Such an act 
would be unlawful, and could be guarded 
against in the manner in which citizens pro- 
tect themselves against the unlawful acts of 
others.” 

Mr. Lea’s apprehensions, which are enter- 
tained by many others, arise from the fact 
that ‘‘selling the market twice over’ is not 
unlawful, as they understand it. If it is unlaw- 
ful, as Mr. Dorsheimer assumes, then, of course, 
it can be guarded against by ordinary processes 
of law. 

There is but one means by which selling the 
market here twice over can be prevented, at! 
that is by making it unlawful to import foreign 
editions of books copyrighted and published i9 
this country. Without such a restriction the 
American publisher cannot be secure from the 
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competition of foreign editions. The tariff, it 
is believed by some persons, would suffice ; but 
every one who knows how books are invoiced 
and how imported is well aware that this is a 
very slight protection. An English author, for 
instance, sells his American copyright to an 
American publisher, either for a price down or 
for a royalty on sales. The book is published 
here for, let us say, a dollar and a half, and in 
England for thirty-one shillings and sixpence. 
So long as the English edition is held at this 
price the American publisher is safe. But very 
likely in the course of a few months a cheap 
edition say at four shillings—will be issued in 


England, and as this edition can be profitably | 


sent to America in competition with the Amer- 
ican edition, copies will be sure to come over 
to the extent of the demand. This would be 
practically selling the market twice over. The 
English author and publisher in such a case may 


be wholly innocent, but neither can control the | 


movement of books that have once passed into 
the general market. It is just as certain that 
books copyrighted in this country, if published 
abroad, will be imported into this country 
whenever it is profitable to do so, as it is certain 
that the tides rise and fall. Books in such cases 
obey the laws of trade. Not only cheap English 
editions under such circumstances would be im- 


ported, but cheap editions published elsewhere. | 


If the law does not make it unlawful to import 
foreign editions of copyrighted books, what is to 
prevent the well-known Tauchnitz editions from 
coming here? Under such circumstances an 
American publisher purchases a foreign copy- 
right, and all at once finds the market partly 
supplied with competing editions. This of course 
is not only to his disadvantage, but to that of 
the author also, 
the interest of author as of publisher to prevent 
this condition of things. Unless there exists a 
lawful right to exclude importations, the author 
has practically only limited rights to sell, and 
the American publisher would either refuse to 
publish his work, or would be enabled to offer 
for it a much lower price than he. otherwise 
could. An author must be enabled to give with 
his copyright a practical guarantee of an ex- 
clusive market, in order that he may make ad- 
vantageous terms. 
in such cases means protection for the author ; 
and it will be found that international copyright 
will prove of little value unless copyright in 
each country can be held intact for that country, 
secure against invasion in any form from other 
countries.

| indebtedness could have readily been liquidat- 
| ed.” Mr. Claxton’s career as a publisher dates 
from 1846, when he became a member of the 
firm of Grig:, Elliott & Co., which gave place 
in 1850 to Lippincott, Grambo & Co., Mr. 
Claxton remaning in the firm as the company. 
In 1855 he became a member of the firm of J. 
B. Lippincott & Co. The house of Claxton, 
Remsen & Haffelfinger was started in 1868.

We have to furnish, also, all books that have 
been published during the past three years, and 
it would aid us materially in making up our 
orders if publishers would send us their cata- 
logues, indicating such books as fall within the 
limits mentioned. 

We purchase all the books as described above. 
Should it happen, however, that one or more 

| volumes are for some reason rejected by the 
| Bibliotheque Nationale, we must reserve the 
privilege to return such books to the party from 
which we purchase.

OBITUARY. 


CHARLES READE. 

CHARLES READE died at London, April rr. 
He was born at Ipsden House, Oxfordshire, in 
1814. He was graduated from Magdalen Col- 
lege, Oxford, when in his twenty-first year, and 
in 1843 was called to the bar. He never prac- 
tised law, however. For several years sub- 
sequently he was a frequent contributor to the 
London newspapers and magazines. He first 
came prominently before the reading public in 
1852, when he published ‘‘ Peg Woffington,”’ in 
which he drew a delightful ideal picture of 
Margaret Woffington, the Irish actress. This 
was followed a year later by “ Christie John- 
stone,’’ a story written in much the same vein. 
** Never too Late to Mend,’’ appeared in 1856, 
and its strong originality and effective vigor at 
once gave Mr. Reade the eminence which he 
has ever since occupied as one of the foremost 
of English novelists. During the last twenty 
years Mr. Reade has published many novels 
and short stories, In several of his later novels 
he has given vivid expositions of various public 
evils, and his works have done much toward 
correcting some of the evils he so unrelentingly 
scourged. The following list comprises all of 
his novels published in book form: ‘‘ Never too 
Late to Mend” (1856), ‘‘ The Course of True 
Love” (1857), ‘‘Jack of all Trades’ (1858), 
‘“Love Me Little, Love Me Long’’ (1859), 
** White Lies,”’ ‘“‘ Cloister and the Hearth,’’ in 
1861, ‘‘ Hard Cash,’’ in 1863, ‘‘ Griffith Gaunt,”’ 
in 1866, ‘‘ Put Yourself in His Place,’’ in 1870, 
and ‘‘ A Terrible Temptation,”’ in 1872. 


BENFAMIN EARL. 


BENJAMIN EARL, the senior member of the 
firm of Benjamin Earl & Son, Fall River, Mass., 
died on Saturday morning, April 5, aged 74 
years. Mr. Earl was born in Taunton, Mass., 
August 7, 1809. When but a boy he entered 
into service with the master of a coasting vessel 
in Taunton, as cabin-boy in the good sloop 
Volani. After a few months’ employment in 
this capacity, the vessel was sold to be delivered 
in Boston. During the passage thither, two se- 
vere gales were experienced, which entirely 
weaned the cabin-boy from further pursuing a 
sea-faring life. He then engaged himself as an 
apprentice in the wool-carding and cloth-dress- 
ing business in Taunton. In 1826 he went to 
Fall River, and was employed in one of the 
wool-carding mills there. In the fall of that 
year, we learn from the Fall River Daily Evening 
News, ‘‘he entered the A/onitor printing office as 
an apprentice. After a service of two or three 
years in this office he was advised and assisted 
by a friend to purchase the establishment (the 
proprietor wishing to sell), which he did, and 
commenced the publication of the Fall River 
Monitor, as proprietor, on the first of July, 1829. 
He continued its publication until March, 1838, 
when he sold out to other parties. 

“In the early part of 1836 he purchased the 
book and stationery business of Mr. S. L. 
Thaxter, and was the principal trader in that 
line for many years. His entire stock was con- 
sumed by the “‘ great fire” of 1843. He had in- 
surance on it, but lost all on account of the fail- 
ure of the insurance company. Generously and 
unexpectedly, however, his creditors volunteered 
to restock him on credit as soon as he could ob- 
tain a.place in which to recommence business, 
and also to extend payment on his liabilities un- 





til such time as he could meet them with cop. 
venience ; thus exhibiting a confidence on their 
part unanticipated by him. On the erection of 
the Granite Block in 1844, he took a store jp 
that building on its completion, where he has 
remained ever since. Of late years there has 
been added to his business a circulating library 
and other assimilating branches, to keep pace 
with the increased demand and rapid growth of 
the city. 

“ He was married in Fall River, Dec. 2, 1830, 
to Miss Nancy Simmons, eldest daughter of the 
late Capt. Nathan B. Simmons, then of Tiver- 
ton, R. I. He has had a family of six children, of 
which four are still living. The two daughters 
reside in the family: The oldest son is engaged 
in business in Fall River as a bookbinder and 
blank-book manufacturer—principally the latter, 
The youngest son, Henry H., was associated 
with his father in the book ard stationery busi- 
ness, and will continue the business under the 
old firm-name.” 


DANIEL GODWIN, 


DANIEL GoDwWIN, of the old firmsof Baker & 
Godwin, book and job printers, No. 25 Park 
row, and Baker, Voorhis & Co., law-book pub- 
lishers, No. 66 Nassau Street, died at his resi- 
dence in Ridgewood, N. J., on the 16th inst. 
Mr. Godwin was one of the oldest printers in 
the city. He was born in Bath, England, in 
1815, but came to this country when a lad of thir- 
teen. He learned the printer's trade, and after 
working as a journeyman for some time, entered 
the firm of J. A. Fraetas & Co., who carried on 
a large printing business on Spruce Street. In 
1850, after the death of Mr. Fraetas, the firm of 
Baker & Godwin was formed, which has been 
in existence for over forty years. The business 
was conducted in the old 7Zvidune office until 
that structure was demolished to make room for 
the new building, when it was removed to No.
